WILSON'S REPLY TO GERMANY 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—The tex* of President 


Wilson's answer follows: 


"The unqualified acceptance by the present Ger- 


man government and by a large majority of the 
reichstag of the terms laid down by the president 
of the United States of America in his address to 
the congress of the United Stater on the eighth of 
Jan-jary, nineteen hundred eighteen, anl in his sub- 
seg-ent addresses, justifies the president in making 
a frank and direct statement of his decision with 
regard to the communications of the German gov- 
ernment of the eighth and twelfth of October. 


"It must be clearly understood that the process 


o" evacuation and the conditions of an armistice 
are matters which must be left to the judgment and 
advice of the military advisers of the. government 


< " the United States and the AlHei" governments, and

No Armistice While Atrocities Continue.

Considerable Intefedt Being'Shown In 


Shell Cage at Citizens' Bank. 
Considerable 
interest 
is 
being: 


shown in a German trophy now on 
display at the Citizen*' National bank. 
The queer looking contrivance is a, 
300mm shell case that was picked up 
on the western front after the Ger- 
mans' hasty exit from that territory 
The case is built like a crate of sea- 
soned wood, IS inches long and sis 
inches -wide, and has metal bands., 
In the lower end of the crate are two I 
metal pockets, or containers, With 
iron bands to hold the shells securely 
in place and to protect the explosive 
end and timers of the shells. 
On the 


upper end is a smalt hinged door 
made of heavy cardboard, with spring 
clasps for Instant release. The case 
bears the original German tap as 
when found. The delicate mechan- 
ism that controls the explosion of 
these shells is adjusted lust before 
the shell is placed in the cannon and 
great care must be exercised in carry- 
ing the shell from the supply depots 
to the point of firing. It is for that 
purpose tbat these crates are used. 
A small number of these exhibits were 
sent to this country for display dur- 
ing the Liberty Loan campaign and 
the one on .exhibition was presented 
to Hon. Lv P. Butts, chairman of the 
local committee.
